Schedule mass demonstrations throughout the country 15 May based on 
six slogans: In addition to the three RC points contained in its 29 April resolution, 
the slogans are Vive the RC, Vive the National Army, and down with traitors and 
colonialists/ 

The Revolutionary Committee's Permanent Committee presented the above resolutions 
to Diem at 1130 today, 9 May. Diem is reported to have promised to take action to 
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hold general elections in a month to six weeks. Son, Toan, and Cort voiced a strong 

demand to Diem for the immediate ouster of Bad) Dai. Diem replied that Bao Dai is no 

obstacle in carrying out a program to give democracy totthe people.
